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INTRODUCTION 

The  "Green  Week"  is  another  of  the  annual  fairs  held  at  West  Berlin's 
Expositic^n  Grounds  to  which  thousands  of  East  Geraans  are  attracted.  While 
its  thonc  is  distinctly  agricultural,  and  as  such  differs  fron  the  Industrial 
Fair  held  in  Septenher  of  each  year,  it  offers  yet  another  opportunity  to 
siphon  off  a  sanple  of  East  Zone  Gernian  opinion. 

The  different  nature  of  the  exhibits  (as  against  those  of  the 
Industrial  Fairs)  did  in  fact  attract  a  different  type  of  person  to  those 
usiially  sarpled.  The  reader  is,  therefore,  urged  to  study  the  differences  in 
sample  composition  reported  in  Appendix  A  of  this  report. 

As  in  all  studies  of  East  Geman  opinion,  it  should  be  realized  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  utilize  the  ncmal  probability  sanple  to  secure  a  group 
representative  of  East  Geman  visiters  to  the  Fair;  and  that,  in  addition, 
there  is  no  V7ay  of  kuoving  how  representative  of  the  total  East  Zone  population 
are  those  individuals  who  cccic  to  West  Berlin  and  allow  themselves  to  be 
interviewed. 

For  this  particular  study,  interviewing  to  obtain  the  500  cases 
(selected  according  to  sex  and  land  quotas)  took  place  fron  February  2  through 
February  10,  1957  a  1  was  conducted  by  DIVO  •?  Markt  -,  Meinungs-,  und  Sozial- 
forschung,  G.n.b.H.,  Frankfurt /Ma  in,  a  Gentian  survey  organization  working  under 
contract  with  the  Research  Staff. 


SUMMARY 

There  are  many  more  people,  among  East  German  visitors  to  the  Berlin 
"Green  Week"^  whc  deny  that  conditions  have  improved  in  any  respect  in  the 
DDR,  than  t/as  found  among  East  German  visitors  to  the  Industrial  Fair  in 
September.  Even  the  newest  blandishments  (increased  old  age  pensions,  *^5-hour 
week,  and  promised  abolition  of  food  rationing)  are  net  expected  by  the  populace 
to  fundimentally  improve  their  lot. 

A  smaller  majority,  than  in  any  other  East  German  sample,  sees  re- 
unification being  eventually  achieved  by  negotiations  between  the  Western 
Powers  and  Russia  rather  than  between  East  and  West  Germany.  Also  of  importance 
is  the  finding  that  there  is  no  clear  cut  expectation  as  to  when  reunification 
might  be  achieved.  Indeed,  a  sizeable  group  (215^)  felt  called  upon  to 
volunteer  the  response  that  it  is  not  likely  to  ever  take  place.  .  They  do  insist ^ 
however,  that  a  reunited  Germany  should  be  on  the  side  of  the  West. 

Apparently  the  Hungarian  uprising  is  viewed  as  an  ill -wind  that 
brought  neither  the  U.S.  nor  the  Soviets  any  good.  The  U.S.'s  actions  in 
regard  to  the  Suez  incident,  on  the  other  hand,  are  viewed  very  favorably. 

Only  one  quarter,  as  against  four-tenths  of  the  West  German  population, 
have  heard  of  President  Eisenhower's  Middle  East  proposals.  Knowledge  about 
the  points  contained  in  the  speech  is  the  same  among  "knowledgeable"  East 
«od  West  Germans.  While  both  East  and  West  Germans  agree  that  the  best  point 
is  United  States  protection  against  Communist  aggression.  East  Germans  have 
less  concern  that  the  U.S.  might  act  without  U.N.  approval.  Overwhelming 
majorities,  of  those  who  already  knew  and  of  those  who  had  to  be  informed, 
approve  of  the  xlan.

Section  I.  -  Living  Conditions 

CONDITIONS  IN  EAST  GERMANY  ARE  JUDGED  WORSE  THAN  BEFORE 

East  Zone  visitors  to  the  "Gruene  Woche"  in  West  Berlin  in  February 
1957  ju<ige  conditions  in  East  Germany  to  be  much  worse  than  did  those  visitors 
to  the  Industrial  Fair  in  September  I956.  For  one  thing,  less  than  a  quarter 
(22^)  nov?  as  against  almost  half  (^Tf")  in  September,  said  that  conditions  had 
improved.  Also  important  is  the  increased  majority  (which  went  from  53^>  "to 
6fi^  in  February)  which  replied  that  conditions  had  not  improved;  then  finally 
there  is  an  additional  10^  replying  that  not  only  had  conditions  not  improved, 
but  they  had  actually  worsened.

THE  FEW  IMPROVEMENTS  (AS  BEFORE)  MAINLY  SEEN  IN  THE  ECONOMIC  FIELD 

ComparisoQ  of  the  replies  of  those  individuals  who  felt  that 
conditions  had  improved  in  some  regard  in  September  with  those  feeling  that 
way  in  February,  reveal  the  overwhelming  preoccupation  with  economic  matters, 
such  as  the  supply  of  consumer  goods  and  of  food.

The  three  areas  which  vrere  the  foci  of  East  Zone  attention  last  fall 
were  raised  again  now.  East  Zone  visitors  were  asked  whether  there  has  or 
has  net  been  an  improvement  in  each  of  these  three  fields . 

As  against  the  one  person  out  of  six  who'  felt  that  there  had  been 
any  improvement  in  one  or  another  of  these  areas,  four  to  five  times  as  many 
replied  that  there  had  not  "been  any  improvement. 

All  of  these  replies  are  in  keeping  with  those  reported  above  - 
namely,  a  much  greater  degree  of  pessimism  now  than  was  found  in  September. 
Whereas  then,  roughly  one  out  of  three  felt  that  some  improvement  could  be 
noted  in  one  of  the  three  areas  (from  32^  "to  38^)^  i*  was  roughly  one  out  of 
six  here  {ik'p   to  -YJio)  .

The  most  recent  "carrots"  being  held  out  before  the  Eaet  Zone 
population  has  been  an  increase  in  the  old-age  pension  allovrances,  an  announced 
reduction  of  the  work-week  to  h5   hours  (aoeomplished  by  shortening  the  work 
day  by  I  hour) ,   and  an  initially  promised  abolition  of  food  rationing  (which 
has  since  been  "delayed"). 

Despite  the  fact  that  larger  old-age  payments  are  actually  being 
made,  only  one  third  of  the  interviewees  (32^)  thought  that  it  would  essentially 
improve  conditions  in  the  DDR,  while  two-thirds  (62^)  answered  that  it  would 
not. 

Both  the  introduction  of  the  U5-hour  week  and  the  promised  abolition 
of  food  rationing  were  overwhelmingly  rejected  (by  75^  and  86^)  as  essentially 
contributing  anything  to  the  improvement  of  life  in  the  DDR,

Section  II.  -  Reunification 

BARE  MAJORITY  NOW  SEES  REUKIFIC/ilJOW  AS  RESULT  OF  lIEGQIIAXtQlIS  BETWEEN 
WESTERN  POIJERS  AND  RUSSIA.. . . . 

In  the  year  between  the  Industrial  Fairs  of  1955  and  1956,  surveys 

noted  an  apparent  decline  in  the  percentage  of  East  Zoners  who  believed  that 

reunification  would  be  more  likely  to  be  achieved  through  negotiations  between 

the  Western  Powers  and  the  Soviet  Union.   In  the  present  survey,  some  five 

months  after  the  Industrial  Fair  of  September  1956,  a  further  decline  is  to 

be  seen,  until  there  remains  a  simple  majority  (56^)  rather  than  the  previous 

two- thirds  (67^)  or  three-quarters  (78^) •

NO  CIJ2AR  EXPECTATION  AS  TO  WHEW  RELTNIFICATION  WILL  BE  ACHIEVED 

When  East  Germans  were  asked  in  September  1956  how  much  longer  it 
would  take  before  reunification  would  be  achieved,  opinion  was  pretty  well 
divided.  The  Dumber  of  people  thinking  it  would  occur  within  the  next  five 
years  (hQ'fo)   \/as  but  slightly  larger  than  those  thinking  it  would  take  longer 

mi) . 

The  replies  of  the  "Green  Week"  visitors  from  East  Germany  are 
hardly  any  different,  since  ksio   thought  it  would  occur  within  five  years  while 
kkio   thought  it  would  take  longer  than  that  (if  it  ever  occurred). 

One  factor  should  be  noted,  however.  Included  within  the  kk^   who 
thought  it  would  take  some  time  before  reunification  occurred,  are  a  sizeable 
group  (21^  of  the  total  )  who  felt  tliat  it  was  useless  to  pick  one  of  the 
specific  time  categories,  and  instead  insisted  on  answering  that  they  did  not 
believe  that  reunification  would  ever  be  achieved.

INSISTENCE  THAT  REUNITED  GERMANY  BE  ON  THE  SIDE  OF  THE  WEST  REACHES  NEW 
HIGH, ... 

In  September  I956  it  was  found  that  the  East  lone  Germans  were  more 
in  favor  of  having  a  reunited  Germany  on  the  side  of  the  West  than  West 
Germans  were . 

In  February  1957 ,  instead  of  six  out  of  ten  favoring  a  reunited 
Germany  on  the  side  of  the  West  {&kio) ,   it  had  gone  up  to  eight  out  of  ten 
(83'^)  .  This  increase  left  only  half  as  many  seeming  "neutralists"  as  was 
found  in  the  survey  done  during  the  Industrial  Fair  last  year  (i.e.  15?^ 
instead  of  32^0) .

Those  individuals  who  had  not  indicated  whether  a  reunited  Germany 
should  he  on  one  side  or  the  other  (namely,  had  replied  either  "neitiier  side" 
or  "don't  know")  were  asked  a  further  clarifying  q.ue3tion.  They  were  asked 
whether  they  meant  that  Germany  should  only  stay  out  of  military  alliances 
or  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  either  side. 

As  in  September,  with  East  Zone  visitors  to  the  Industrial  Fair, 
less  than  a  tenth  (7^  as  against  8^  earlier)  replied  that  they  really  preferred 
Germany  to  ignore  both  sides.  An  additional  three  percent  again  took  refuge 
in  a  reply  of  "don't  know".

EVEN  GREATER  SATISFACTION  WITH  THE  WAY  ADENAUER  IS  HAJCDLING  REUNIFICATION 

The  current  group  of  East  Zone  Germans  are  even  more  satisfied  with 
Chancellor  Adenauer's  handling  of  the  reunification  problem  than  vas  the 
group  in  September.  More  than  three-quarters  (79?^)  said  that  they  were 
satisfied.  This  percentage  is  considerably  higher  than  was  found  among 
the  West  German  population  in  August  1956  (^3/")  oi"  even  that  found  among 
East  Zoners  at  the  Industrial  Fair  in  September  (SQfo) .

PERSONAL  PRESTIGE.  ACCORDED  ADENAUER  SHOWS  SIMILAR  JtlSE. . . . 

Unfortunately  for  Chancellor  Adenauer  the  East  Germans  will  not  be 
voting  in  the  coming  Bundestag  election,  since  his  personal  prestige  ia  so 
high  in  their  estimation  that  he  would  gain  many  votes  for  hie  party. 

Whereas  less  than  half  (^3^)  of  the  West  Germans,  in  May  1956, 
accorded  him  "high"  or  "very  high"  prestige,  over  three-fourths  of  the  East 
Germans  (77fo)  think  that  highly  of  him.  These  results  are  even  more  favorable 
for  Dr.  Adenauer  than  the  results  to  the  same  Q[uestion  posed  to  the 
Industrial  Fair  sample' of  East  Germans  in  September.

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Section  III.  -  Events  in  Hungary  and  Suez 


AIMOST  NINE  OUT  OF  TEN  SAY  HUNGAJ^IAN  UPRISING  HA3  DAMAGED  SOVIET  PRESTIGE.... 


There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  popular  uprising  in  Hungary 
has  damaged  Soviet  prestige  in  the  opinion  of  East  Germans.  Fewer  than  one 
out  of  ten  (8^)  replied  that  the  events  in  Hungary  had  only  impaired  Soviet 
prestige  to  a  small  degree  or  not  at  all.  On  the  other  hand^  almost  nine 
out  of  ten  (88fo)  stated  that  it  had  impaired  Soviet  prestige  to  a  "large"  or 
"very  large"  degree.  Indeed,  a  clear  majority  of  the  people  selected  the  most 
extreme  degree .

While  Soviet  actions  in  Hungary  only  served  to  discredit  it  badly 
in  East  German  opinion,  U.S.  actions  apparently  did  little  to  advance  American 
prestige.  Almost  as  many  {2kio)    said  that  the  U.S  had  lost  prestige  lo  their 
eyes  as  said. that  the  U.S.  had  gained  (32fo). 

However,  reaction  to  U.S.  actions  in  regard  to  the  Suez  crisis  are 
largely  favorable.  A  majority  (57^)  felt  that  the  U.S.  had  gained  prestige 
from  its  behavior,  while  only  one  person  out  of  twenty  (6^)  said  that  the  U.S. 
had  lost  somewhat.

EAST  GERl>t\NS  GIVE  OVERWHELMING  APPROVAL  TO  THE  DOCTBINE,  WHETHER  ORIGINALLY 
AWARE  OF  IT  OR  NOT 

After  informing  those  persons  who  had  not  origiiially  heard  of  the 
speech  vhich  President  Eisenhower  made  to  the  Congress  concerning  hia  proposals 
for  the  Middle  East,  a  final  q_uestion  was  put  to  all  interviewees.   It  asked 
them  f ,  r  their  over-all  judgement  cf  the  Plan. 

There  was  overwhelming  approval  of  the  Plan,  both  by  those  who  had 
previously  laiown  about  it  as  v^ell  as  by  those  whom  we  had  to  inform.  The 
differences  between  these  two  groups  are  less  noteworthy  than  the  differences 
between  the  West  and  the  East  German  replies.  While  those  West  Germans  who 
had  kncAm  about  the  Plan  were  almost  as  favorably  disposed  as  were  knowledgeable 
East  Germans,  the  big  difference  comes  in  between  the  twc  groups  who  had  to 
be  infomod.  Once  the  East  Germans  were  told  about  it,  they  gave  it  their 
fina  approval,-  78%  unreservedly,  while  another  10%  approved  with  reservations. 
The  West  Germans  might  be  said  tc  be  either  more  suspicious  or  more  non-committal. 
Only  hji^   gave  the  Plan  their  full  approval,  while  an  additional  8%  had  certain 
reservations,  as  against  kvfa   who  still  had  "no  opinion".

Sample  Composition 

Since  the  opportunities  to  interview  residents  of  the  East 
Zone  do  not  arise  very  often,  when  studies  are  carried  out,  it  is  im- 
portant to  make  clear  the  nature  of  the  respondents  being  tapped.   In 
the  present  connection,  when  results  are  available  from  another  sample 

f  East  Germans  v;ho  have  been  asked  the  same  questions  at  another  time, 
the  reader  should  be  made  aware  of  the  nature  of  the  two  groups. 

On  the  basis  of  the  following  statistics,  concerning  the 
sample  composition  of  the  people  interviewed  during  the  "Green  A'eek" 
in  February  1957  as  contrasted  with  those  East  Germans  who  were  also 
interviewed  at  the  west  Berlin  Fair  Grounds,  but  during  the  Industrial 
Fair  in  September  I956,  differences  can  be  observed,   Tliere  is  a  higher 
proportion  of  farmers  in  the  present  sample  and  a  lessened  proportion 
of  professional,  business,  and  white-collar  people.   This  in  turn  results 
in  a  lower  level  of  education  in  the  "Green  »Veek"  sample  as  compared 
with  those  interviewed  during  the  Industrial  Fair.
